FROM OLD MEN TO YOUNG COMPUTER GEEKS 
TO WORLD TRAVELLERS, IT TAKES 
ALOT OF PEOPLE TO RUN THE FAIR

For 10 days in July, the normally uninspiring Northlands is 
home to a whirling lightshow, an amusement park, a fireworks 
display, an open-air casino, and a testament to man’s noble quest 
to deep-fry everything good to make it great (try the deep-fried 
Coke, goes great with deep-fried ice cream). Yes, the carnival is 
in town and with it, carnival folk — carnies 

They make Capital Ex happen. Setting up, running, tearing 
down, and transporting 125 semi-truck loads worth of games, 
concessions, and rides takes more than 600 people. Keeping 
it all running smoothly for North American Midway Entertain- 
ment — the company that does Capital Ex, the Calgary Stam- 
pede, and fairs across Canada and the United States — is opera- 
tions manager in Wayne Kunz. 

In the carnival world, Kunz isn’t just considered experienced 
— he’s a legend. 

This is his 63rd year in the business. That's right; Kunz has 
lived more than six straight decades of carnival. He made his 
debut as a 10-year-old at the 1947 Iowa State Fair in Des Moines, 
although by 10 he was already an old hand. 

“L really probably started when I was five or six, when I was 
a little kid like this,” he said in an interview on the fairgrounds 
Saturday, holding his hand by his knee. “They used to have 
baseballs to knock bottles over and I'd run up and pick the balls 
and bring thern back so they could throw them again. That was 
probably in, shit, '42.” ’ 

For eight months of the year, Kunz travels from city to city, 
overseeing the staggering minutiae of a multi-million-dollar 
travelling amusement park. He’s-a carnival icon, a man re- 
nowned by his fellows as an ultimate veteran of the business. 
Nicknamed Daddy Rabbit for his paternal concern for his em- 
ployees and his quick moving feet, he was inducted into the 
company’s hall of fame this year. 

“I'm kind of like a figure towards them because they know I've 
been in the business so long,” he said. “I was raised in the busi- 
ness. | married in the business, had three kids, my wife passed 
away a couple of years ago, married 45 years. I love the business 
very, very much.” 

Kunz seems younger than his 72 years, still quick on his feet 
and even quicker with a laugh. Even though he's spent a lifetime 
on the road, he says he has no plans to retire at this point. 

“You have a hard time just staying in one town. You're looking 
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for new adventure, that’s kinda what I’ve been doing all my life. 
And then we have time in the winter, I take my time off and I 
still go travelling!” 

He's impressed with the changes he’s seen — like the compa- 
ny’s travelling grade-school for employees with young children 
— but he still has fond memories of sideshows and sawdust, the 
way his job used to be. 

“There were a lot of good things back in those days,” he said, 
recalling bearded ladies, live animal shows, and illusions. “It’s 
changed from years ago when they used to have the girly shows 
and the minstrel shows. The old farmers would come to town 
— out of the mountains and the hills — and they wanted to see 
the girls show!” 

Kunz has impressive seniority, but he’s not the only industry 
veteran walking the midway today. Walk past the Ferris wheel 
and around the mini-donuts and you'll find the chance games 
—and 74-year-old Don Larson managing the gambling and con- 
cession booths 

“It's the old story,” Larson says over the sound of smashing 
glass and popping balloons from nearby booths. “I was living in 
Winnipeg, I was 14, the carnival came to town and I wanted to 
and try and work in it. That was in 1949. I went away with the 
carnival. | lived on the train, got the experience of a lifetime.” 

Larson was also inducted into the hall of fame this year, the 
same time as Wayne Kunz. So far, they’re the only ones to re- 
ceive the honour in the company. 

In his 40-plus years working the midway, Larson has seen 
many like himself: young people running off and joining the 
circus, although not always with the best results. 

“There are many low points,” Larson said. “Young people 
coming out for the first time away from home, they get home- 
sick. And love affairs, at the end of the season there’s a break- 
up, they’re all gone their different ways. Those things are a little 
difficult on the young people. And then the drug element. That's 
been in the past, it's certainly not as popular as it was earlier.” 

Larson was always attracted to the adventure and the excite- 
ment of the carnival life. However, he knows that for some, ‘car- 
nie’ carries negative connotations. 

“That was the way it was,” Larson said. “A carnie? Oh, God ... 
one eye, no teeth, drugs. Those were all the overtures that were 
made up about carnie people, which in some cases were true.” 

But he’s quick to point out that things have changed. 

“I've had two lawyers, two dentists, and a couple of other nice, 
prominent people work for me over the years who are now pro- 
fessional people in their own life,” Larson said. “Like I say, you 
find everybody in this walk of life. 


Like Mark Andrews. The 24-year-old Andrews has a master‘ 
degree in computer science. He quit a job running an IT depart 
ment for Dell and left a wife and baby girl at home in Nov: 
Scotia to work the carnival. 

Today, standing calm and relaxed at his booth — Shoot Out 
blast around a whole red star with a toy Tommy gun to win 
huge stuffed dog or gap-toothed Spongebob Squarepants — An 
drews smiles out at the midway and the beautiful Edmontor 
afternoon filled with the sights and sounds of happy people 

“When people come to play my game, I like to make sure the 
leave with a smile on their face,” Andrews said. “If they spend 
bit of money, at least they have something to show for it. Even 
they don’t have a prize at least they had a good time.” 

Andrews says the money is great and the travelling is excitin 
although a bit harder now that he has a two-year-old daughtel 
Still, he doesn’t see himself going back to IT any time soon. 

“I've done all that, but I just couldn’t be happy doing it,” h 
said. “I've never been happier doing anything else. I can see m 
doing this for a long time.” 

For a set-up like Capital Ex, typically 80 per cent of the worl 
ers will be company employees, the rest hired locally just f 
the event. If you listen to a lot of the young full-timers, y 
might notice an interesting accent or two. That's because Nor 
American Midway hires dozens of young South Africans spen 
ing a gap year or two after high school on the North Americ 
carnival circuit. 

Amber Lush is in Edmonton by way of Johannesburg. T 
21-year-old blonde is working guest services today, directi 
families to the kid's area and saving ruined days by replaci 
snapped ride wristbands and performing first-aid. 

“I just wanted to start travelling and see the world,” she 
plains. “I enjoyed it so much I decided to carry on. We also 
to learn a bunch of stuff. I’d never get to drive a forklift in Sou 
Africa. This year we got our forklift licences, first-aid traini 
I go back to South Africa and tell my mates that I've a forkli 
licence and they can’t believe it.” ; 

It's been the experience of a lifetime, Lush says, but adds t 
her parents don't totally approve. 

“They think it’s a circus,” she laughs. “They don’t really u 
derstand the concept of a travelling amusement park just 
cause you don't get them in South Africa.” 

However, right now Lush says she couldn't be happier; w! 
the adventure, the new experiences, arid most of all the peo 
she works with — carnies. %

Amidst all the hubbub about Capital 
€x and the incessant whine of the 
Edmonton Indy — seriously, what 
won't you people watch? — an im- 
portant date on the festive calendar 
may have eluded your notice. It cer- 
tainly eluded mine. 

{'m talking about International Pu- 
pusa Day, a global celebration of the 
mouth-watering treat that deserves 
to the same prominence as fajitas, 
flautas and chimichangas. inthe 
exicon of Central American snacks. 
Did you know that this marvelous 
observance took place this past Sat- 
urday? This news was broken to us 
by none other than Elba Maldonado, 
affable proprietress of Los Comales, 
purveyor of Guatemalan fare on 
97th Street, but unfortunately the 
news came too late, like the prover- 
ial ship missing its chance to save 
the proverbial drowning witch. For- 
tunately, the perennial co-diner and 





were seated in her humble, homey 
establishment when she told us, so 
we could at celebrate the miracle of 
stuffed homemade tortillas, albeit 
without any attendant pageantry. 
Unless, of course, you count the 
natural-occurring pageantry of the 


restaurant itself. Los Comales is 
colourfully decked out with hand- 
made signs and stencils thanking 
you for your patronage in two lan- 
guages, and one side of the main din- 
ing area features an array of Central 
and South American-themed crafts, 
trinkets and comestibles if you want 
to do a little shopping while your

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meal cooks. Things were a little quiet 
during our visit — the regulars must 
have been all full up on pupusas from 
the day’s activities — so we enjoyed 
Elba’s hospitality all to ourselves 

More to the point, we got to en- 
joy her expertly made pupusas. In 
case you've never had the pleasure, 
a pupusa is what happens when 
a homemade corn tortilla is filled 
with cheese, refried beans and/or 
chicharrén (fine-ground pork), then 
pan-fried and served with marinated 
cabbage (curtido) and thin tomato 
salsa. 

But it’s more than the sum of the 
simple ingredients and Los Comales’ 
pupusas ($2.95 ea.) are an example 
of this alchemy: the hot, fresh tor- 
tillas made with a fine corn flour 
called masa harina seem on the very 
verge of falling apart and yet they 
don't; the creamy blend of fillings 
within are bound together by moz- 
zarella; the crunchy mix of shredded 
cabbage and carrots with a few red 


pepper flakes adds a slightly pickled 
snap to the proceedings; the whole 
experience should be augmented by a 
side of the spicy avocado sauce ($2) 
to put it over the top. Four pupusas 
are plenty filling and a great way to 
spend $12 at Los Comales 

That said, you may wish to ven- 
ture further into the menu’s other 
Latin delicacies, and two combina- 
tion plates (each priced at $14.95) 
seem devised to give you just such a 
sample

two tacos, a chuchito, a doblada and 


an enchilada, along with more of the 


delicious curtido that helps make pu- | 


pusas such a treat

In the end, the combo plate doesn’t 
seem like quite the bargain that the 
pupusas do, but if you like crunchy, 


subtly spiced things filled with meat | 


and/or cheese, you should be pleased 
with the results. 

If you're already familiar with pu- 
pusas, you'll want to find out when 
the next International Pupusa Day is 
scheduled and circle it in red on your 
2011 calendar. 

Otherwise, get yourself to Los 
Comales to find out what all the fuss 


is about — it’s the perfect un-fussy | 


venue in which to enjoy the experi- 
ence.

WIKILEAKS’ WORRISOME NEW WORLD 





Muckraking has a long, proud tradition in 
journalism, although the word is rarely used 
today. Defined as “to search for and expose 
real or alleged corruption, scandal, or the 
like,” muckraking has entered a whole new 
era in the Internet age, with the likes of the 
Drudge report roiling the political scene. 

While many sites deal with petty political 
scandals, the site WikiLeaks has upped the 
ante considerably. 

WikiLeaks is the most discussed — and 
perhaps the most important — news site 
on the web today, following the release of 
90,000 pages of previously classified U.S. 
documents on the war in Afghanistan. So 
many documents have been released, it may 
take weeks for all the of information con- 
tained in them to be fully absorbed. From a 
Canadian point of view, the most disturbing 
possibility to arise from the documents is 
that the deaths of four Canadian soldiers 
may not, as reported, have been from Tali- 
ban fighters, but from the dreaded friendly 
fire. Elsewhere, the documents appear to 


prove that the Taliban have been receiving 
support from the Pakistan government. 

In this age when information is more 
readily and easily accessible, it's easy to 
heap praise on WikiLeaks for throwing open 
military doors for all to see. But at the same 
time, there is a risk involved. No matter how 
you feel about the war in Afghanistan, the 
fact is that Canadian lives are in extreme 
peril. WikiLeaks’ indiscriminate dissemina- 
tion of confidential information will no 
doubt be praised by many, but what if the 
documents provide vital information to an 
enemy that has vowed to kill Canadians? 

We should be thankful that there are 
websites devoted to something other than 
celebrity gossip, but WikiLeaks, as valuable 
as it is, has opened up a worrisome new 
world. But we probably wouldn't feel the 
need to have WikiLeaks if we had any kind 
of faith that our government was giving us 
the straight goods on the war in Afghani- 
stan. It's our distrust in government that has 
bred websites like WikiLeaks.

Arena Deal Does Not Add Up 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
SURE, I LOVE THE IDEA OF A 
NEW ARENA. BUT THE FUNDING 
FORMULA? NOT SO MUCH. 








I'm in a bad position this week, both 
as a spewer of opinion and a citizen 
of the city of Edmonton. 

I’m torn over the question of a new 


| arena for Edmonton. Part of me says 


yes, we need it, let's do it. Another 
part of me — the sensible, taxpayer 
part — says no, we don't need it, let 
someone else do it. Let's examiner 
the issue, shall we? 

First, do we “need” a new arena? 

Well, no. And yes. 

True, Rexall Place is old (relative 
to other North American arenas) 
and uncomfortable. The seats were 
apparently designed for a conven- 
tion of anorexic supermodels; or, put 
another way, there are a lot more re- 
ally fat people today then there were 
when the building was completed 
in 1974. Rexall has all the bells and 
whistles the average spectator wants, 


but the monied class wants the whole 
freaking orchestra. It's certainly not 
falling apart; if the time ever comes 
to tear it down, it will take a few 
stragegically placed nuclear bombs 
to destroy it. So, realistically, dowdy 
old Rexall Place will do just fine, 
thank you.

I understand that 
desire; we’re born hungry. But how is 
it verboten in some circles to analyze 
that we're dealing with a company 
which, despite selling out endless 
regular-season games for the worst 
team in the NHL, can’t find a more 
creative way to make a profit than 
calling on a titanic act of socialism? 
One example: by convincing the 
city to tax businesses surrounding 
it at higher levels, even though this 
complex to recoup costs must and 
actually should do everything in its 
power to be a self-contained market. 
It'll be like dropping a Wal-Mart into 
a small town — which is morally ac- 
cepted enough in a market economy. 
But a socialized sports venue? While 
I’m glad council is firm on no civilian 
taxes being raised, why does outlying 
Soul Soup or Wee Book Inn have to 
sacrifice for a gated community in its 
midst?

Hydrotherapy Can Be A Euphoric Experience

I once apprenticed as a colon hydro- 
therapist.

I’m 
not saying | recommend that every 
one run out and get their colon irri- 
gated. What I am saying is that I’ve 
seen and experienced, first hand, the 
phenomenal and positive results that 
pursuing colon hydrotherapy can 
produce. If you're a person that js 
uncomfortable with the idea of colon 
hydrotherapy, then don’t pursue it 
If, however, you are looking for a safe 
and effective way of riding your bod) 
of accumulated toxins and this ide; 
appeals to you, please contact me or 
a licensed colon hydrotherapist for 
more information. (Be aware that 
there are contraindications for re. 
ceiving colon hydrotherapy sessions 
and that the preparations are much 
more detailed than I have reviewed 
here.)

Like The Hurt Locker, Winter's Bone is a tautly riveting drama with a female director, built 
around an earthily stellar performance by a young, little-known lead actor. It is arriving in local 
theatres on the exact same July weekend, just one year apart. And, most important, it arrives as 
one of the best movies to land in theatres to this point this year. By far. 

The lynchpin to it all is 19-year-old actress Jennifer Lawrence (“The Burning Plain,” “The Bill 
Engvall Show”), who plays 17 year-old Ree Dolly. She is has to track down her father, who put 
} their house up for his bail bond and then disappeared. If she fails, Ree and her family will be 
turned out into the Ozark woods. Challenging her outlaw kin’s code of silence and risking her 
life, Ree hacks through the lies, evasions and threats offered up by her relatives and begins to 
piece together the truth. 

Lawrence's gritty portrayal is the stuff of instant stardom. She's in every scene of Winter's 
Bone, opening infinite opportunities for false moves. I challenge you to find one, in a perfor- 
mance sure to be remembered during awards season. 

Director Debra Granik and co-writer Anne Rosellini, adapting Daniel Woodrell’s book, create

f a uniquely gripping twist on the film noir concept of a hero in over his or her head. “Hick noir” 
is a better label, as Ree trudges headlong through a rural underworld of ramshackle homes 
and even shakier lives and loyalties. Even Ree’s kin can't be trusted, and nearly everyone is re- 


lated. Winter's Bone perfectly captures a hardscrabble setting some of us drive past on two-lane 
roads, wondering how people live that way.

The milieu inspires some of the year’s most vivid performances, especially John Hawkes as 
Ree’s frightening Uncle Teardrop, and Dale Dickey — the sleazy hooker in both Breaking Bad

Michael Douglas is still Hollywood 
royalty, even if he’s pretty much ab- 
sensed himself from the last decade 
of movies. Which is why Solitary 
Man, directed by Brian Koppelman 
and David Levien from Koppelman’s 
screenplay, is such a treat — even if it 


| has been almost-too-neatly designed 


as The Ultimate Michael Douglas 
Experience. Pulling together echoes 
of the star’s most iconic roles, it’s a 
somewhat contrived, if ultimately ir- 
resistible, one-man show of arrogant 
entitlement and aching vulnerability. 
The movie wouldn't make sense with 


| anybody else in the part. 


Douglas plays Ben Kalmen, a for- 
mer New York car salesman whose 


| weakness for young women and easy 
money got him in trouble with the 


wife and the law. The movie opens 


| “about six and a half years ago” on 


a doctor's visit in which Ben, in the 
midst of some schmoozy blather 
about dealerships and TV spots, 
learns he has a heart irregularity. As 
the physician informs him he'll need 
more testing, Douglas’ face freezes 
— time comes to a screeching halt — 
and we're sold. 

Fast forward to “today,” where Ben 
is now an out-of-work businessman 
with a plan to get back in it. He also 
has a girlfriend (Mary-Louise Parker) 
with an 18-year-old daughter, Ally- 
son (Imogen Poots), who becomes 
the modified Lolita figure in the tale 
of Ben’s downfall. When this likable 
rake accompanies her on a college- 
interview visit to his alma mater, a 
stupid impulse yields a string of bad 
consequences and yet more stupid 
impulses that propel the film along. 

Ben Kalmen’s cocksure car-sales- 
man strut is an everytown take on 
Wall Street's Gordon Gekko. The 
addled college-town horseplay call to 
mind Douglas’ last great role, as Pro- 
fessor Grady Tripp in Curtis Han- 
son's sublime Wonder Boys. And, of 
course, the sexually voracious cir- 
cumstances of Kalmen’s decline are 
reminiscent of nearly every movie 
from the late 80s through the mid- 
90s in which various Douglas char- 


acters’ inability to keep it in their 
pants got them in trouble. Casting 
his frequent co-star Danny DeVito 
as Ben's oldest friend almost makes 
Solitary Man feel like an episode of 
This Is Your Life, but the two still 
have such a relaxed, enjoyable rap 
port that it's tough to complain. 

Solitary Man was created by the 
team behind The Girlfriend Experi 
ence and Rounders, not to mention 
Ocean's Thirteen. They coax relaxed 
performances from Susan Sarandon 
as Ben's ex-wife and Jesse Eisenberg 
as the decent kid who gives Ben a 
campus tour. DeVito’s role as Ben's 
moral and marital antithesis — a 
humble deli owner who approaches 
the world with a level, loving matu 
rity — couldn’t be more obvious, yet 
the two actors hit a sweet spot of laid 
back candor in their scenes together. 
Tricia Cook’s editing and Alwin H 
Kuchler's (Sunshine) cinematogra 
phy lend a seamless cohesion that 
reveals major turning points in mi 
nor details. 

And while the movie's ending is 
predictable from a long way off 
Douglas brings us there with pathos 
however much Ben Kalmen may be 
a walking cliché, Michael Douglas 
performance is not.

French photographer Henri Cart- 
ier Bresson (1908-2004) lived an 
exemplary life usually filled with 
more adventure and drama in a week 
than the majority of people will ever 
witness in a lifetime. The subject of 
a great German made for television 
documentary, Henri Cartier Bresson: 
The Impassioned Eye is a textbook 
example of how to make a compel- 
ling documentary by just sitting back 
and allowing the artist and the art tell 
their remarkable tale. 

For the uninitiated, Bresson is uni- 
versally acknowledged as the penul- 
timate portrait photographer of the 
20th Century. He's best known by 
his legendary sittings with many of 
the greatest artists and thinkers of 
the century, capturing their essential 
nature and creating iconic imagery 


of his subjects with the greatest of 
ease. Even though he’s best remem- 
bered by this imagery, Bresson him- 
self was a modest man who shunned 
any publicity and led a determined 
life away from the spotlight. The film 
is extremely forthright in justifiably 
raising Bresson and his work onto 
the highest of pedestals, yet he con- 
stantly reminds us of his ingrained 
modesty by observing he was no 
great artist, he just happened to be at 
the right place at the right time. 


forgotten faces of everyday people 
involved in the daily struggle of hu- 
manity that fills him with the great 
est sense of accomplishment. 
Throughout the film, fellow pho 
tographers (Elliot Erwitt), writers 
(Arthur Miller) and subjects (Isabelle 
Huppert) do a fine job detailing the 
many reasons why Bresson’s work 
is everlasting and infinite. Director 
Butler does yeoman service inter 
cutting these testimonials with the 
photographs discussed, allowing the 





The majority of the film takes place 
in Bresson’s apartment overlook- 
ing a beautiful square in the middle 
of Paris. It's in this holy shrine that 
Bresson, surrounded by books and 
memories, browses through the hun- 
dred of thousands of photographs 
that define his existence, discussing 
in great depth the stories behind the 
pictures. Unsurprisingly, Bresson 
focuses on the unknown faces as his 
favorites, relating stories of bordel- 
los in Mexico, or dusty flea-bitten 
gas stations in the Mississippi Delta. 
It's a testament to his extraordinary 
humanity that for all the remarkable 
individuals and events witnessed in 
his life, it's the photographs of long- 


viewer an opportunity to embrace 
and understand the passion that the 
work inspires. When you witness 
through his pictures that Bresson 
captured the Spanish Civil War, the 
liberation of Paris, the death of Gan- 
dhi and the end of the Berlin Wall, 
amongst 100's of equally monumen- 
tal events of the 20th Century, the 
cumulative effect of his accomplish- 
ments is quite staggering. 

In a world that is becoming in- 
creasingly devoted to the worship of 
the base and unessential in art, Henri 
Cartier Bresson: Thé, Impassioned 
Eye is a testament to the genius that 
is inherent within us all through the 
blink of an eye.

| Under a blistering, merciless sun, the 


| Reverend clenched his machete and 


longed to carve a niche that defied 
anyone's expectations. As he lifted 


| that gleaming blade he thought not 


| about the brush his father had tasked 





him to hack down. But he also wasn’t 
dreaming of the punky rockabilly fu- 
sion he would one day christen. In- 


stead, he hoped that a strange storm 
of sorts would block out the sky’s 
endless blaze. 

“IT was young and didn’t know any- 
thing except that I loved playing gui- 
tar, and uprooting tree trunks on my 
dad’s property was hard work,” he 
says of the days before he fronted his 
rollicking trio (comprised of himself, 
bassist Jimbo Wallace, and drummer 
Paul Simmons). 

“Out of nowhere this navy jet flew 
overhead, no more than 200 feet off 
the ground.

That fan favourite is just one of 
the many zany ditties that the Rev- 
erend has become renowned for. But 
before that he was simply known as 
Jim “The Sound Guy” Heath — he 
would hook up the amps in a ragged 
early 1980s warehouse that at night 
turned into the Theatre Gallery punk 
club, his heart set on meeting fellow 
musicians and making a name for 
himself. 

Between sound checks he scooped 
up a guitar and fiddled around with 
his own dementedly fermented ren- 


dition of “Folsom Prison Blues.” 

Before long his given surname 
morphed from Heath to Heat — 
thanks to his onstage energy — his 
twangy punk congregation had liter- 
ally dubbed him their Reverend, and 
he found himself recruiting other 
struggling musicians for his own 
band. 

“What I needed most was an up- 
right base player,” he says of Jimbo 
Wallace, who Heat hails as the glue 
that has always held the trio’s songs 
“It's two instruments in 
one — you pull the string and pop 
it to hit a note, then you slap it on 
the way back down like a drum. That 
combination makes stand-up bass 
a frantic, powerful thing to have in 


together. 





your band.” 

The trio infused that raucously 
well rounded spirit into its latest ef- 
fort, 2009's Laughin’ & Cryin’ with 
the Reverend Horton Heat. Aside 
from fresh numbers, the album is 
also comprised of titles like the rag- 
time novelty staple “Oh By Jingo,” 
and “River Ran Dry,” a tune that Jim 
The Sound Guy used to start his very 
first show. 

That offbeat devotion to his twangy 
roots is the reason that believers have 
followed the Reverend for decades 
It's always been an obvious senti 
ment — from his newest tunes all 
the way back to his signature song, 
“Where in the Hell Did You Go With 


My Toothbrush?” which documents 
his very worst breakup. 

“It's a bit true to life, we did have 
Smokey the dog. But my girl didn't 
take my toothbrush, I probably lost 
it on my own,” he says of the jangly 
heartsick anthem’s lyrics. “But I did 
just get used to the couch and then 
she left the bed, which is unsettling 
because it implies she had another 
bed to sleep in.” 

“I got married young and have a 
wonderful daughter because of it, 
but | went through a brutally young 
divorce,” he adds. “Instead of letting 
it inspire some sappy serious country 
song, | wrote about how ridiculous it 
is to have broken heart. And that's 
always seemed to work best.”

“When I'm acting I’m creating oth- 
er people infused with my emotion,” 
Lewis says of the characters she once 
created for the likes of Martin Scors- 
ese, Oliver Stone, and this year’s Os- 
car winning Kathryn Bigelow. 

“But I’ve always had this ache to 
express myself through sound.” That 
hollow throb has been gnawing at 
Lewis for as long as she can remem- 
ber. While her character actor father 
— Geoffrey Lewis, who has guest 
starred on everything from Criminal 
Minds to Magnum P.]. — laboured on 
set, she was getting busted by the po- 
lice for driving without a licence at 
the age of 15, and sneaking into night 
clubs when she was 16, all before a 
stint in rehab in her early twenties. 

“When I was younger I did drugs 

to escape, | couldn't deal with all the 
joy and despair and lust I feel all the 
time,” she says. “But once I grew the 
strength to live and love life, with all 
its contradictions and heartbreak, |

I’ve always felt alone, but with my 
music | find other freaks and fairies 
and all kinds of wonderful sorts to 
share those feelings with.” 

That melodic commune with her 
fellow misfits inspired much of 
2009's Terra Incognita — her first 
disc without the Licks, and her first 
to dial down their drowning punk 
ferocity in favour of smouldering 
subtly,

“When you listen to Billie Holiday, 
even though it's sad, it releases that 
she says. “You feel this 
melancholy of a tortured lover, and 
you can ride on that.”

Necessity has made Tyler Bancroft a 
proficient multitasker. 

It's not surprising that the guitar- 
ist/vocalist of Vancouver's Said The 
Whale has to schedule interviews and 
haircuts simultaneously. Bancroft 
has been crisscrossing the country 
steadily since the end of January. 

“I’m just about to get my hair cut, 
but I’ve told my hair dresser to wait 
10 minutes,” he says from an echoing 
Vancouver studio as he chats about 
STW's Western Canadian Tour. 

The July 29 performance at the 
Starlite Room is the band’s fifth stop 
on the tour, with We Are The City 
and Aiden Knight opening the show 
at 5 p.m. As usual the early start time

means it's an all-ages gig. Bancroft 
says STW is taking particular care to 
include their under-age fans on this 
tour. 

“We thought it was really impor- 
tant to pay attention to those people 
because honestly they’re probably 
buying the most records, and are the 
most engaged listeners,” Bancroft 
says. “If we could make every single 
show we ever played all-ages | would 
be the happiest person ever.” 

Touring is filling up time while 
Bancroft and his writing counterpart 
Ben Worcester wait for the muse to 
visit. 

Their last full-length, Islands 
Disappear, was released in October 
2009 following up 2008's Howe 
Sounds/Taking Abalonia. STW also 
released a handful of EPs and short- 
er works between albums including 
another West Coast Christmas vol- 
ume (available as a free download on 
their myspace page) and The Magi- 
cian (EP) on 7” vinyl, both released 
in 2009. They also released their 
Bare Bones EP in February. 

That's a productive run by any 
standard, and Bancroft admits it's 





nice to be on the road having time 
for song ideas to percolate. But it 
might be a while before STW makes 
another album. 

“Ben and | are fairly slow writers 
where it comes in spurts,” Bancroft 
says. 

Those spurts can come fast and fu- 
rious over the course of an hour, or 
sometimes it will take six months to 
get a song together. 

“Sometimes you have all the parts 
of the song in your heads, and some 
times it's only the skeleton that we'll 
bring to the band and everyone kind 
of fleshes it out,” Bancroft says about 
his writing process. “We'll write the 
basic verse/chorus of the song and it 
kind of takes its own shape once we 
bring it to the full band.” ~ 

If you’re not familiar with STW’s 
set list head to their myspace page 
and give “Out On The Shield.” and 
“B.C, Orienteering” a listen. Both 
tracks are a must for any road trip 
play list or Canadiana enthusiast. 

But of course Bancroft says the 
best way to get your feet wet is to 
hear what the whale ‘has to say in 
person.

In 1985, Chuck Skinner, with the en- 
couragement and support of his wife 


| Shirley, set out to fulfill a dream. For 
| the first two years, a burgeoning and 


struggling new Bluegrass Music Fes- 
tival was held at the Golden Spike 
Hall, south of Spruce Grove. After 
that it moved to the Blueberry Com- 


| munity Hall near Stony Plain 


Norm Sliter, current president of 


| the Blueberry Bluegrass and Coun- 


try Music Society producing the Fes- 
tival, took over its leadership from 
John and Jane Tames eight years ago, 
when the Festival was faltering. He 


| reminisced about the fierce storm 


that hit the festival last year before 
wreaking havoc at the Big Valley 
Jamboree in Camrose. 

“Tt hit us first, so the intensity was 


| as good as it was at Big Valley if not 


more, but we were set up a little bet- 
ter than they were, in the fact that 
we had a big pavilion out there,” 
says Sliter. “You can get inside and 
there's a big stage that is perma- 
nently anchored. . . . 
in the pavilion looking at the stage 
and you couldn't see it. It was just 
a white sheet. That's how heavy the 
hail was.” 

Over the past several years the 
town of Stony Plain has spent $3 
million renovating the festival site 
and even more changes are on the 
way, including the construction of a 
new pavilion.

Floyd Ferguson and his coun- 
try music band, The Daybreakers. 
played at the Festival during its first 
two years He was a close friend of 
Chuck Skinner and three or four 
bands got together and put on a two 
day event. “They had rented the 
hall, but the event was done outside 
on a flat-bed truck. A fair number 
of people came out and Chuck just 
felt it was a great success.” Ferguson 
attributes much of that early success 
to the sponsorship of Grove Dodge. 

This year's headline act will be 
Rhonda Vincent, named as female 
vocalist of the year seven times by 
the International Bluegrass Music 
Association. Her band, The Rage, 
will accompany the self-taught sing- 
er, fiddler, guitarist and mandolinist 
She is descended from a rich musical 
heritage and represents the fifth gen- 
eration of a family of musicians. She 
developed her musical chops playing 
in her family band, The Sally Moun- 
tain Show. She began singing at the 
age of three and gradually picked up 
her skills on instruments over time 
and experience. 

“On my sixth birthday, my dad 
got me a snare drum and sticks, 
and I became the drummer of the 
Sally Mountain Show,” says Vincent 
“And then at eight, by necessity once 
again, because you didn’t get paid 
if you didn’t play, I started playing 
mandolin. At 12, I started playing 
the fiddle.”

RUTS & GULLIES: NINE DAYS IN SAINT 
PETERSBURG

For those who wish to understand 
what distinguishes the comics me- 
dium, this charming graphic novel 
from Quebec offers no shortage of 
illustrations. 

Philippe Girard’s Ruts & Gullies: 
Nine Days in Saint Petersburg is the 
sixth in Conundrum Press's BDang 
imprint, formed to translate and 


expose the work of underground 
Quebec comics artists. Much of this 
work has found readers in Europe, 
but has only slowly become acces- 
sible to €nglish-speaking North 
America. 

Girard’s book, in fact, concerns his 
and fellow Quebec comics artist Jim- 
my Beaulieu’s trip to Russia, in part 
to promote their work. Where over- 
all narrative is concerned though, 
Ruts & Gullies is very loosely fash- 
ioned: it's more about small mo- 
ments, anecdotes and observations 
than overarching plotlines 

And in its own understated fash- 
ion, it offers multiple examples 
of sophisticated comics storytell- 
ing. Consider Girard’s use of subtle 
graphic effects, as when various fig- 








ures become wavy and distorted in 
characters’ dreams 

There's another bit where Girard 
tries to place the familiarity of a 
building’s design, and it shimmers 
and morphs into the object of his 
memory’s reference. Both examples 
demonstrate comics’ nature as a 
drawn medium, which allows forms 
of visual expression not possible 
even in live action filmmaking. 

Then there’s a quiet moment near 
the book's end: a two-page where the 
pair pack up and leave their Saint 
The 
sequence’s second page uses several 


Petersburg accommodations 


panels just to have Girard slowly 
close the door. There’s a drawn-out 
poignancy to the scene that quietly 
conveys the characters’ feelings 

If there is anything in Girard’s 
technique to criticize, it is perhaps 
its underdevelopment. There are 
panels, for instance, that disregard 
the laws of perspective for no ap- 


parent reason: heads in the fore- | 
ground sometimes appear smaller | 
than those in the background, for | 


example. 

Yet other sequences, such as the 
characters’ flights to and within 
Russia, showcase sharper drafts- 
manship. There's a cartoonish look 


at times that recalls the work of | 


Quebecers Michel Rabagliati (the | 


Paul series) and Guy Delisle (Burma 
Chronicles). 


Like yet another underground | 
Quebec artist, Line Gamache (Hel- | 


lo, Me Pretty; POOF!), Girard is 
unabashed about throwing in mo- 
ments of magical realism. Whether 
it's Lenin and Stalin looming during 
his flight, his dead friend Guillaume

Not Another Fucking Landscape 
Latitude 53 | July 30 to September 4 


“We think of ourselves as rugged outdoors- 
men, Mounties and everything else, and we 
don't think of ourselves as city folk,” starts 
Anthony Easton, curator of Not Another 
Fucking Landscape, one of two new photog- 
raphy exhibits opening at Latitude 53 this 
Friday. “We haven't constructed an identity 
of urbanity, but we are. | think that we have 
to acknowledge urban constructions of land- 
scape as part of our geographic core and we 
have to acknowledge that we aren't survi- 
vors anymore in the Margaret Atwood sense 
of the word. It’s a good life we have, most of 
us. But it’s a life constructed almost entirely 
through urban existence.” 

It's true that the Canadian identity, espe- 
cially when it comes to artistic representation 
of that identity, tends to focus on the rustic — 
think Emily Carr's totem poles or the Group 
Of Seven's expansive wilderness. However, 
Most of us don't step out into the wilds each 
Morning. Instead we live amongst cement 
blocks, not looking out on mountain ranges 
Or prairie fields, but onto the worn blackness 
of an ill-maintained city street. But now this 
urban environment is being put into focus.

“Not Another Fucking Landscape is an at- 
tempt to claim independence for what we're 
actually living in,” says Easton, almost with a 
sigh. Easton, an Alberta-born artist who now 
fesides in Toronto, doesn't feel disconnected 
from the West, but that distance can give a 
certain clarity. 

“Toronto made me realize or allowed 
me to realize how explicit the cultural and 
social identity of western Canada is,” he 
says. “If you're living in Western Canada you 
think it’s sort of different and you have that 
mild dissatisfaction, but you don't think 
of yourself as a separate cultural entity. 
I've been doing a lot of work on ideas and im- 
ages of the West, and continue to do a lot of 
work on that, but | think with geographical 
distance, it gave the opportunity to sit back 
and consider the implications of geography 
in a way that | hadn't had the opportunity 
before.” 

Bringing together work by local photogra- 
phers Zachary Ayotte, Ted Kerr, Amie Rangel 
& Marshall Watson, Easton is highlighting an 
Edmonton photographic tradition he consid- 
ers “hidden.” 


“Everyone in there is working the separa- 
tion between interiority and exteriority, be- 
tween, what is inside and what is outside,” 
says Easton, trying to explain the thread that 
made him bring these particular pieces to- 
gether. “Both metaphorically and explicitly.” 

More simply put, this show is about where 
we live, what we've built up around us and 
demonstrates an oft-overlooked apprecia- 
tion for the value of a slab of well-laid con- 
crete,

“There's a really funny Frank O'Hara line, | 


an American poet, who says, I'm going to 
butcher this, but he can't feel comfortable 
with a blade of grass unless there's a subway 
near by,” recalls Easton. “! was having lunch 
with a friend of mine today and | needed to 
pick something up, so | wanted to go through, 
sort of, concrete and she said ‘but there's a 
park’ and I'm like, ‘oh, obligatory green stop. 
I'm really fond of brutalism. | love concrete. 
J love pavement. Part of the show, | think, is 
recognizing that documenting our cities be- 
comes another way of doing landscape.”

materializing for conversations, or 
framed art commenting on disagree- 
able security guards, Girard treats 
such moments as perfectly natural 
parts of the narrative 

Ruts & Gullies also resembles Del- 
isle’s Burma Chronicles in its obser- 
vations of a foreign milieu. Take the 
building Girard and Beaulieu stay in 
it's strikingly handsome from the 
outside, and also on the inside - at 
least, for the first couple of floors. 
It's a simple example of Communist 
Russia's propagandistic legacy. 

Then there's the tendency of Rus- 
sians to drink unabashedly in the 
streets, and the locals’ distrust of 
anyone with a camera. “They might 
think you're with the police,” a 
friend explains. And when Beaulieu 


loses his passport, he experienced 
corrupt officialdom firsthand. 

Like Delisle, Girard’s 
point allows only limited opportu- 


vantage 


nity to expose the underlying rot; 
the book can’t match the gold stan- 
dard in foreign correspondence set 
by Joe Sacco (Palestine, Footnotes in 
Gaza). But that’s not really the sub- 
ject anyway. 

What is? Seemingly, what Girard 
was feeling and thinking about at 
the time, in no particular order. 
Some may consider Ruts & Gullies 
sketchy and undercooked, and per- 
haps it is, but it doesn’t seem to be 
trying for anything more. It’s con- 
tent to be a little free, a little mean- 
dering. That's life, after all, is what 
seems to be its point
